There is also a regrettable waste of 
birds and animals which are fatally | 
wounded but never recovered. Much | 
of this is caused by poor shooting or 
shooting at game beyond proper range 
which, with a shortage of domestic 
ammunition, constitutes double

With | 
the approach of the fire hazard season 
it is important that all who are inter- 
ested in the preservation of wild life 
should use every possible care in the 
the woods and open

Pour over 
the steak. This is delicious. 
Pork Tenderloin 

Have you ever tried a dish of stuff- 
ed pork tenderloin the way the Danes 
prepare it? You will require two 
strips of tenderloin, fifteen dried 
prunes, @vo apples and a little salt and 
pepper. If you haven't a meat cleaver 
use a heavy bottle; flatten the tender. 
loins with this. Have the prunes soak- 
ed overnight. Stone them and lay 
them over one side of the meat. Peel 
and slice the apples and place over 
prunes. Cover with the other 
piece of tenderloin and tie securely. 
Plance in Dutch oven and brown well 
in melted suet. Season with salt and 
pepper. When very well browned on 
both sides cover closely and cook slow 
ly for more than an_ hour, until the 
meat is tender. If your sugar ration 
will permit, a dessertspoon of brown 
sugar is nice sprinkled over the apples 

Fish Cutlets 

Fish cutlets will save your meat cou- 
pons. Any kind of fish may be used, 
but we usually use boned cod, halibut 
or finnan haddie. Soak a cunful of 
bread in milk or water for a few min- 
utes. Squeeze the liquid from the 
bread, and put both the fish and the 
bread through the meat grinder, using 
one pound of fish. Add salt and pep- 
per and two well-beaten eggs. Divide 
into ten or a dozen little patties, roll 
in cracker crumbs and fry in butter 
or a little cooking oil. Serve with the 
following sauce— Combine one cupful 
of canned tomatoes, or tomato sauce 
two tablespons of melted butter, salt 
and pepper, and a teaspoon of peanut 
butter if you like the flavor. Heat to 
the boiling point, adding a little wa- 
ter to thin the sauce, 

Preparing Cheaper Cuts 
The cheaper cuts of meat may be 


| glorified by long simmering and tasty 


seasoning. Try this Hungarian stew, 
made from two pounds of lean beef, 
should steak. Cut the meat in inch 
cubes, add two tablespoons of vinegar 
(or lemon juice) and a teaspoon of salt 
and let stand for an hour or two. Put 
three tablespoons of chopped suet in 
your Dutch oven; add three table- 
spoonsof chopped onion and cook until 
tender, but not brown. Add the meat 
and a quarter teaspoon each of cara- 
way seeds and celery salt. Cover 
closely and simmer slowly until mois- 
ture is absorbed, stirring often. Add 
half a cup of hot water, and a level 


/tablespoon of flour mixed in cold wa- 


ter. Just before serving, add half a 
cup of sour cream. Use sweet cream 
if you have none soured.
